Manilla, March 20.— Some of the reb- 
rl» recently expelled from Cavlte and 
the small towns In the vicinity of Pa- 
■Ig combined force* and, under cover 
of night, attacked a company of Wash- 
ington volunteers, a detached post at 
Tagulg, about a mile and a half south- 
east of Pasig. 

General Wheaton immediately rein- 
forced the Americans with two compa- 
nies each of the Washington and the 
Oregon regiments. The post had held 
the enemy In check, and the fire of the 
reinforcing companies repulsed them, 
driving them across to an island form- 
ed by the estuary. They were thus In 
front of the Twenty-second regulars. 

On discovering that they were en- 
trapped the rebels fought desperately, 
aided materially by the Jungle and the 
darkness, but they were completely 
routed, with heavy loss, after two 
hours of fighting. The Americans lost 
two killed and 20 wounded, among the 
latter Lieutenant Frank Jones. 

General Wheaton determined to pun- 
ish the natives, and at daybreak his 
brigade started in the following order: 
The Sixth artillery, holding the ex- 
treme right; the Oregon volunteers 
heeding the center; the Washington 
regiment keeping to the edge of the 
lake, and the Twenty-second regulars 
occupying the right of the line, which 
swept the whole country along the 
lake, in a southeasterly direction, to- 
ward General Ovenshine's position. 
The line, thus extended over two miles 
of country, rough and covered with 
thick Jungle, advanced^ll miles. The 
enemy fled. At scarcely any time did 
the Americans get within 1,200 yards 
of them. 

The troops returned to Pasig ex- 
hausted by the hard work under a hot 
sun. The Oregon regiment had one 
man killed and four wounded, and the 
Twenty-second regulars one wounded. 
According to the official reports no 
fewer than 200 Filipinos were killed. 

General Otis says the American army 
and gunboats now command the lake. 
He estimates that property of the In- 
surgents valued at $500,000 has been 
destroyed, while quantities of rice and 
sugar and 400,000 tons of coal, which 
is very valuable here, has been cap- 
tured. 

Many prisoners represent that the 
Filipino Boldiers are weakening. The 
generous treatment that the Americans 
administer to the native prisoners and 
wounded seems to influence the insur- 
gent army powerfully. In the opinion 
of the Americans, however, the Fili- 
pino leaders will continue to provoke 
fighting Just as long as they can retain 
their hold upon their followers, be- 
cause they have everything to gain and 
nothing to lose. The enemy have twice 
an many men on their firing lines as 
they have arms, and the fact that so 
few arms are captured by the Ameri- 
cans is because the guns of the wound- 
ed Filipinos and many of those who 
surrender are spirited away. 

The armed tugs Laguna de Bay and 
Oeste have returned to San Pedro 
Macati and reported the results of their 
tour of the lake On Friday they 
shelled the town of Moreng, the rebels 
fleeing without making any response 
to the fire. The Americans landed a 
party, which destroyed a quantity of 
stores and all the 8 tan* buildings, ex- 
cept the church. The expedition then 
proceeded to Majayjay, where a sugar 
mill and saw mill were destroyed. 

On arriving at Santa Cruz, a town of 
1,200 inhabitants, it was found that 
the enemy was strongly entrenched 
and prepared to defend the position, 
assisted by two gunboats and several 
launches. Moreover, the mouth of thp 
river was blocked with rocks and 
bamboo. A few shells caused an ex- 
odus of the citizens, but not of the 
enemy's troops. The Americans did 
not attempt a landing. Captain Grant, 
who Is in charge of the expedition 
asks for reinforcements and will prob- 
ably take Santa Cruz soon. 

The United States distilling ship 
Iris, which left Honolulu for Manilla 
with the United States battleship Ore- 
gon, arrived hers. 

Official From or in. 

Washington, March 20.— The war de- 
partment received the following dis- 
patch from Major General OUs re- 
garding operations against the insur- 
gents: "Our improvised gunboats un- 
der Captain Grant, Utah artillery, 
have full possession of Laguna de Bay. 
Troops, inhabitants and property on 
shore of lake at our mercy. Wheaton s 
brigade on Pasig river line drove en- 



emy northeast into province Morong. 
Enemy attacked portion of his force 
south of Pasig, killing two men and 
wounding 20 of the Twenty-second in- 
fantry. At daylight Wheaton moved 
against this Insurgent force, driving 
It to the south 15 miles, experiencing 
very slight loss. Enemy left 200 dead 
on field."

Found Id Canned llerf According ta 
1 1 ninny of a Witness. 

Kansas City, March 20. — The beef 
court of Inquiry resumed the taking 
of testimony at its headquarters in the 
Midland hotel. L. A. Haabo, who 
formerly worked In the canning de- 
partment at Armour's and who had 
previously testified that at one time 
as high as 30 per cent of canned meat 
had been rejected after being prepared 
by his firm, was recalled. He said 
that while he was employed in that 
department two car loads of spoiled 
canned beef were returned from the 
army. When the cars were opened 
many of the cans were found bursted 
and maggots were crawling every- 
where. 



Meat Chemically Treated. 

Leavenworth, Kan., March 20. — The 
army beef court of inquiry concluded 
the taking of testimony here and de- 
parted for Chicago. The sole witness 
examined was Sergeant Edward Mason, 
troop F, First United States cavalry, 
who served as regimental commissary 
sergeant during the Cuban campaign. 
The witness declared that meat re- 
ceived for use in his regiment was 
"undoubtedly chemically treated." "An 
sgent of Armour & Company," he fur- 
ther testified, "told me at the time that 
this meat had been treated with what 
was called preservallne." Witness had 
refused to accept the meat. 



Par Far Sailor*. 

Washington, Mrch 20.— The navy 
department wishes it known to all the 
volunteer sailors who served with such 
credit during the late war, and re- 
ceived honorable discharges, that it 
need not cost them more than the 
price of a 2-cent postage stamp to se- 
cure the gratuity in the shape of extra 
pay, which congress allotted to them 
in the closing hours of the last ses- 
sion. Very many applications h»ve 
been pouring in upon the navlgat on 
bureau for Information as te how the 
men should proceed to collect their 
money. These volunteer sailors are, 
under the act of congress, entitled to 
one month's extra pay in case they 
served within the United States, and 
two months extra pay, if they were in 
severe outside the United States. It 
will be for the auditor to draw this 
line of inside and outside, but, it is 
said, at the navigation bureau, that 
vessels which served in the Cuban and 
Porto Rlcan blockade and vessels 
which went to foretgn ports will be 
regarded as having been outside of the 
United States. 



Agreeable Adjustment. 

Washington. March 20. — Marquis 
Romano, the Italian charge d'affairs 
received a dispatch from Dr. Cunso, 
the Italian consul now at Lake City, 
Colo., saying a satisfactory adjustm nt 
of the disturbance has been reached 
The state department had previously 
requested the governor of Colorado to 
utilize the offices of Dr. Cuneo, whose 
post is at Denver. His report states 
that the Italians assembled, and on his 
advice submitted to arrest, thus term 
inating the opportunities for a cla*h 
The consul speaks in high terms of the 
local authorities and say they ex- 
pressed satisfaction with the cou se 
pursued. He makes no mention of in- 
terrupted official dispatches. 

A Serious Result. 

Washington, March 20.— The Span- 
ish government, through the French 
ambassador, M. Cambon. has presented 
to the state department a representa- 
tion as to the condition of the Span- 
ish prisoners held by the Philippine 
insurgents. Betting forth what they 
consider the serious results arising 
from General Otis' recent prohibition 
of efforts by the Spanish authorities 
to secure the release of the prisoners. 

Home on th* Track. 

Auburn, Cal.. March 20.— A west 
bound freight train struck a horse, 
with the result that 'the first engine 
of the train was ditched and its boiler 
broken. The engineer and fireman 
were scalded to death and an unknown 
helper was badly burned. Killed: En- 
gineer Fred Wltham, Fireman Edward 
Gray. ' 

Will Alger BM'gnf 

Brunswick, Ga., March 20.— A rumor 
current here is to the effect that secre- 
tary Alger's resignation has been pre- 
pared and that during the current week 
the president «nd his advisers now 
here, will determine whether or not it 
shall be a ccepted.

SMALLPOX PATIENTS FREED. 



Attacked In the Streets by a Mnltltadi 
wl Greaaom Atmtd With <uus, 
and Clubs— Owrrlaoa 
Troop* tailed Out. 



Laredo, Tex., March 20.— The work 
of moving smallpox patients to the 
pest house under direction of State 
Health Officer Blutit was interrupted 
here. 

After 10 had been removed the of- 
ficers encountered a mcl> of 300 Mexi- 
cans who menaced them in such a 
manner that the chief of police was 
telephoned for. Marshal Barthelow and 
Assistant Marshal Idar hurried to the 
scene, and when they attempted to ar- 
rest the leaders of the disturbers, they 
were assaulted with stones and fired 
upon. Idar was knocked down and 
severely beaten about the head before 
he could be rescued. One of the rioters 
was shot, but aided by his friends, 
managed to escape. About 20 shots 
were fired, a dozen arrests made and 
the mob dispersed. 

The health officers resumed thpir 
work, but were soon met by another 
mob of 500 or 600 Mexicans, many of 
them armed. As they could not con- 
tend with this force the health officers 
desisted and Dr. Blunt opened tele- 
graphic communication with Governor 
Sayres. As a result he was Instructed 
to call on the United States military 
authorities at Fort Mcintosh for as 
sistance. The Mexicans are much ex- 
cited and express contempt for the 
negro United States soldiers. 

Coal 'lln.« Ordered Sold. 

Chicago, March 20.— The final order 
of sale in the case of H. W. Putnam 
and C. J. Hall, trustees, against the 
Pennsylvania and Ohio Fuel company 
and Turney and Jones company, will 
be entered by Judge Grosscup in the 
United States circuit court Monday. 
The sale will include the mines near 
Columbus, O., owned by the Turney 
and Jones company, which are said to 
be valued at 1250,000, as well as the 
docks of the other defendant company 
at Duluth. Minn., and Ashland and 
Ashland and Manitowoc, Wis., of 
wnich the upset price is said to be 
$118,000. April 1 is now named as the 
date of sale for the docks and the 
mines will be sold as soon as possible 
after that date. 



War Balloonist Sncrumbs. 

Boston, March 20.— Thomas Carroll 
Boone, the telegraph operator in the 
war balloon in the operations before 
Santiago, died at the Massachusetts 
general hospital, as the result of an 
operation on a wound received in thf 
fall of the balloon after it had been 
shot to pieces. Boone, wih two go^ 
ernment officers, performed hero) 
work in the great air ship, which wa 
a target for the Spanish gunners, until 
it fell Into the trees and threw the 
men out. Boone was caught in the 
drag anchor and was fearfully hurt. 



Death of James Pattei 

Clncnnati, March 20.— James ' Pat- 
terson died from the effects of the 
shuts from the revolver of Joe Depew. 
Jlmmie was very game to the last. A 
few minutes before he died one of the 
doctors that was attending Mr. Pat- 
terson told him that he was rallying, 
and the dying man, with the wit and 
gameness for which he was ever noted, 
replied: "Yes. I'm rallying for War- 
saw pike." The point of the remark 
will be understood when it is stated 
that the burying ground is on Warsaw 
pike. 



Oil Hearing. 

New York, March 20.— The hearing 
in the case of the attorney general of 
Ohio against the Standard Olf com- 
pany was continued here, with John 
D. Archbold of the Standard Oil com- 
pany on the stand. Mr. Archbold. re- 
plying to Mr. Monnett, said the Stand- 
ard Oil company of Ohio is carrying 
out the order of the Ohio court to 
withdraw from the Standard Oil trust 
as speedily as possible. 

Deadly Cjolooa. 

Waynesboro, Ga.. March 20.— A cy- 
clone passed over Burke county at an 
early morning hour. In the vicinity of 
Waynesboro four people were killed. 
Several houses were demolished and 
much damage done. At Edwardsville. 
Ala., the family of W. H. Lewis, con- 
sisting of his wife and eight children, 
was killed 



Sherman a Sick Man. 

Kingston, Jamaica, March 20.— The 
American line steamer Paris, with the 
party of Americans touring in West 
Indian waters, arrived here. John 
Sherman Is steadily improving, though 
he Is still a very sick man and can- 
not with safety be : ra;isf erred to the 
United States cruiser Chicago.

Manilla, March 20. — The entire 
American forces has been reorganized, 
two divisions of thrte brigades each 
being formed. 

General Law ton assumed command 
of the First, which consists of the 
Washington, North Dakota and Call 
fornla volunteers, under General 
K^ng; six troops of the Fourth cav 
airy, the Fourteenth regulars, the 
Idaho volunteers and a battalion of 
the Iowa troops, uuder General Over 
shine; the Third and Twenty-second 
regular infantry and the Oregon regi- 
ment, under General Wheaton, and 
Dyer's and Hawthorne's light bat- 
teries. 

General MacArthur's division con- 
sists of two batterleB of the Third 
artillery, the Kansas and Montana 
volunteers, under General H. G. Otis; 
the Colorado, Nebraska and South 
Dakota regiments, and six companies 
of the Pennsylvanians, under General 
Hale; the Fourth and Seventeenth 
regulars, the Minnesota and Wyoming 
volunteers and the Utah artillery. 

A separate brigade will be assigned 
to provost guard duty, consisting of 
the Twentieth and eighth companies 
of the Twenty-third regular infantry. 

General Anderson, now in command 
of the First division of the Eighth 
army corps, will return to the United 
States, in accordance with the order of 
Jan. 24. 



Suite In Yellowstone- I'nrk. 

Washington. March 20.— Captaki Er- 
win. acting superintendent of the Yel- 
lowstone National park, has reported 
to the Interior department that the un- 
precedented fall of snow In the park 
this year will unquestionably lead to 
the death of very many antelope, deer 
and elk before the winter Ib over. In 
places In the park snow is over 12 feet 
in depth, and is firmly ci listed every- 
where. This condition of affairs, It Is 
expected, probably will last all month, 
and perhaps next. A small appropria- 
tion from the park revenue fur buying 
hay is asked. 

Must Bold the Dynamite. 

Pretoria. S. A., March 20.— President 
Kruger in an important speech, em- 
phasized the necessity of the state re- 
taining the dynamite monopoly, be- 
cause, as he argued, the South African 
republic being an inland state, in the 
event of trouble with any of the 
powers. Its supplies of explosives might 
otherwise be suddenly cut off. "Where 
should we be then?" he exclaimed. 
He announced his Intention to modify 
the mining laws and to reduce the per- 
iod entitling an applicant to full 
burghershlp from 14 to nine years 
residence. 

Spain Will Protest. 

Madrid, March 20.— Senor Silvela, 
premier and minister of foreign af 
fairs, had a conference with the French 
ambassador regarding the liberation of 
Spanish prisoners in the hands of thf 
Filipinos. Spain, It is reported, has 
determined to protest to the civilized 
world against the attitude of the 
Americans in hindering the efforts ol 
General Rios. Spanish commander in 
the Philippines, to liberate the prison- 
era The government will demand a 
credit for tbe payment of the interest 
on the Cuban debt. 



Claclnnati's Victims. 

Cincinnati, March 20.— The body of 
Mrs. John Gibson arrived here and was 
met by her neighbors. It is thought 
now that Mrs. Gibson was not tbe only 
one from Cincinnati that was lost in 
the Windsor hotel fire at New York. 
Harry W. Loree, formerly of this city, 
who was employed as a key and mall 
clerk In the doomed hotel, has not been 
heard of since the fire. 



Alger's Proposed Trip. 

Washington, March 20. — Secretary 
Alger returned to Washington from 
his brief visit to Boston and Montreal. 
He said he expected to leave Savan- 
nah Thursday for a trip to Cuba. He 
has never been to Cuba and takes the 
trip both to familiarize himself with 
the condition there and to get a brief 
respite from official duties. 

Domestic Tragedy. 

Chicago, March 20.— Charles L. Back- 
man, an engraver, shot and ■mortally 
wounded his wife. He then sent a bul- 
let into bis own breast, dying almost 
instantly. Backman and his wife had 
been separated for some time. A quar- 
rel resulting from Mrs. Packman's re- 
fusal to live with her husband cul- 
minated in the shooting. 

A Clumsy Invention. 

Paris, March 20.— The Temps pub- 
lishes an interview with Baron von 
Mohrenhelm, former Russian ambassa- 
dor to France, who now resides at Pau, 
In which he denounces as a "clumsy 
Invention" the story that he Is the real 
culprlnt who sold both Russian and 
French military secrets to the German 
government.

AMONG SMOKING RUINS 



Workmen Diligently Searching 
For Bodies of the Dead. 



TOO HOT FOR MUCH HEADWAY 



They Are HHndlraDned by Dense Rtnobe 
and OicHslona.ly Drlreu B»ck by 
of Flame— Missing 
Turning Vf> Safe, 



New York. March 20.— More than 200 
men are at work among the debris aud 
smouldering ruins of the Windsor ho- 
tel searching for the bodies of those 
who perished in the flames and to re- 
cover any valuables that might have 
escaped the ravages of the Are. 

The efforts of the Bearchers are 
futile, however, as the ruins are too 
hot to permit much progress, and the 
smoke arising from the burning mater- 
ial was rendered more dense by the 
dampness of the atmosphere. At In- 
tervals flames burst forth from the 
burning embeis and drOVs back the 
workmen. 

Work was begun to demolish the 
fragmentary portions of walls on the 
east and north sides of the burned 
building and later the number of work- 
ers was reinforced, and the work of 
removing the rubbish pushed as vig- 
orously as was practicable. Two chim- 
neys, each 85 feet high, were dyna- 
mited. The explosion wrecked a num- 
ber of plate glass windows and doors 
in nearby residences. 

The wind blew over a section of a 
six story wall. It crashed through the 
roof of the neighboring dwelling, but 
no one was hurt. A large force of men 
are at work on what was the main 
entrance to the hotel. It was expect- 
ed that bodies would first be found 
there. A large amount of small arti- 
cles, principally the personal property 
of guests, was found. 

The hosital reports as to the Injured 
are most favorable. Most of the pa- 
tients are improving. Some of them 
were able to leave the hospitals and 
others were discharged. 

A number of persons reported miss- 
ing have turned up safe. Among thes«- 
are Archibald Clavering Gunter, the 
author, and Actor Ha worth. From thf 
best Information obtainable, 16 per- 
sons are known to be dead, 55 injured 
and about 50 missing. A thorough 
search of the ruins Is necessary to as- 
certain the complete list of casualties. 

A. P. Demorest called at a police 
station and reported that he had a 
small safe filled with Jewels valued at 
$10,000 In the ruins of the fire. He 
stated that during the fire he saw 
three men running about in the smoke 
and going into rooms. 

Thomas Cleary called on Inspector 
Harley and stated that he assisted a 
woman from the hotel, whom he after- 
wards ascertained was Mrs. Abner Mc- 
Klnley. He took her to the street and 
put her In a cab. Mrs. McKinley told 
him that she had dropped a bag con- 
taining some Jewelry. He ran back 
and got the bag and gave It to Mrs. 
McKinley and she drove off. Inspec- 
tor Harley held Cleary In order to 
verify the story. 

Given Vp F--r I.nst. 

Baltimore, March 20.— The relative* 
and friends of Miss Dora Hoffman ol 
this city, who was registered at the 
Windsor hoel on the day of the fire 
and who has since been missing, have 
abandoned all hope and given her up 
for lost. 



Colored Bov's Devilish Deed. 

Upper Marlboro, Md., March 20.— 
Mary A. Clarke, 52, was beaten to 
death and her sister, Annie Clarke, 45, 
was fatally hurt at Bowie, Md., a vil- 
lage near this place, by John Berry, 
15, a negro boy, who is in Jail for the 
crime. The deed was a ferocious one, 
the defenseless women being surprised 
by the boy and literally beaten to a 
Jelly with a club. Miss Annie Clarke 
saved herself from instant death by 
promising to give the boy $100 and 
pledging herself not to betray him If 
he spared her life. The murderer was 
taken to Baltimore to avert a lynching. 

Fatal Freight Wreck. 

Roanoke, Va., March 20.— A fatal 
wreck occurred on the Norfolk and 
Western railroad at Ada, killing Fire- 
man Van Landlngham of this city and 
a brakeman named E. A. Graham. A 
tramp was also killed. Several train- 
man were more or less injured. Three 
freight trains were wrecked. All were 
coming east. The first train bad 
stopped. The second broke in two aud 
tbe sections In their flight down tbe 
mountainside crashed Into the first 
train. They were soon followed by the 
third, which had not been

Tbe decision was handed down in tbe 
case of J. K. Samrall and others against 
the Commercial Bailding Trust's assig- 
nee and others, appealed from the Jeffer- 
son Common Pleas Court, and is an af- 
firmance of tbe opinion of Jadffe Emm 
Field of that court. Tbe action grew oat 
of the assignment, in Jane, 1807, of tbe 
Commercial Building Trust to the Co- 
lumbia Finance and Trust Company, of 
Louisville, and tbe question was pre- 
sented in a suit brought for a settlement 
of tbe estate, and the lower court held at 
abore. 

In affirming tbe judgment Judge Haz- 
elrigg said: "We fally concur in the 
Chancellor's judgment denying any pref- 
erence to tbe so called preferred over the 
common stockholders in the distribution 
of the assets of tbe association. Tbe sug- 
gestion that the appellees have not in 
fact paid anything into tbe concern on 
their stock. is guarded against in tbe or- 
der* given in the lower court by requir- 
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Locia villi, Kv., March 18.— The 
cision of Judge Shackelford Miller in the 
petition for a receiver for the Dispatch 
Publishing Company was handed down 
t >-day. 

The demurrers to tbe petition for a re- 
ceiver were sustained, general and spec- 
ial. 

He also fined the attorneys for tbe 
plaintiff, Bennett H. Young, W. A. Nud- 
Juth, Clayton Blakey and Henry Wat- 
son, and Stenographer Clarence Walker 
H each for contempt of court for taking 
depositions contrary to the order of tbe 
court.

I favor the enactment of a comprehen- 
sive and stringent anti-trust law, such as 
the enactment contemplated by tbe bill 
odered by Hon. B. W. Bradburn, of 
Bowling < ireen, at the last session of the 
ieneral Assembly. That bill passed the 
House of Representatives, hut failed in 
the Senate, where the solid Republican 
vote was cast against it. 

Under such a law the tobacco trust and 
all other similar combinations could be 
annihilated, as they ought to be. The 
low price of tobacco — aud Kentucky pro- 
duces about one-half of all tbe tobacco 
grown in the United States-is due, in 
large part, to the operations of the to- 
bacco trust. 

I voted for the Bradburn bill and also 
for tbe anti-trust law now upon the 
statute book.— Extract from Senator Goe- 
bel's Lebanon Speech.
